ZURICH SPRING FETE 


Ea 


‘Those who known Zurich, writes a corre- 
spondent, generally time their visits to the | 
town so that they are able to see the Spring 
Féte, which, once seen, becomes one of the 
main attractions of the centre. 

The Zurich Spring Féte is in the first place 
a celebration of the Guilds of the town. 

In 1736 thirteen Guilds were founded in 
Zurich, which were abolished in 1798, but re- 
instituted a few years later, and took an 
active part in political life until 1866. Since 
then they have grown in number, but have 
limited their interests to social events and the 
cultivation of old traditions. 

The name of the féte, ‘* Sechselauten,”’ 
literally “ Ringing (of bells) at Six, points 
to the old custom of the Guilds of ringing the 
bells for cessation of work from April to Octo- 
ber at 6 p.m., instead of 7 p.m, as in winter. 
The custom of making a public bonfire, by 
which an effigy of winter is burnt in an open 
place in the centre of the town, is very 


ancient. The members of. the Guilds, on | 
horseback, race round this effigy, called the 


“ Boegg’’. (bogey), to form a magic circle, 
which, according to old pagan belief, prevents 
the winter demon from escaping the fire to 
restore his domination. 

Organising costumed pageants in connection 
with this féte was begun about 100 years ago, 
but the spring bonfire is an old and widely 
spread custom, still existing in various parts 
of Switzerland, though not in any of the 
other towns. One of the finest recent pageants 
represented scenes from the novels by the 
great Swiss authors, Gottfried Keller and 
Conrad Ferdinand Meyer. 

This year there is a special, very colourful 
juveniles’ pageant and a Guilds’ pageant, 
escorted by bands in costumes. Flowers are 
thrown over the Guildsmen, among whom 
members of the Cantonal Government, of the 
University authorities, and of. political 
parties, will be marching through the town 
for hours. They reach the great bonfire 
towards the evening, when the fire is lit, and 
the effigy explodes and is consumed by the 
flames.

HOUSING AND THE 


HOUSE-PURCHASING 
CREDIT FROZEN 


——— 
N our notes for February, states the 
current issue of the /rish i Cás and 


Builders’ Review, we drew attention to 
the cessation of finance for the purpose of 
new houses. As this is a matter of vital 
importance to the house building industry 
we propose to deal with it more fully in this 
issue. 

As already explained, for a number of years 
past a purchaser of a house in Dublin could 
obtain a loan to the extent of 80 per cent. 
of the value of such house. This money was 
advanced by the Dublin Corporation under 
statutes known as the Small Dwellings 
Acquisition Acts, 

So successful was the operation of these 
Acts that last year nearly half a_ million 

unds were advanced under them. We have 
bas informed by the City Manager that 
there has been no default by borrowers in 
the repayments ef these advances, and, 
further, that the operation of the Acts did 
not cost the citizens of Dublin one penny. 


THE NEW LOAN 


There was one disadvantage in connection 
with the operation of the Small owning: 
Acts, if it could be called a disadvantage. it 
grew toe big. Too much money was re- 
quired to finance operations under the Acts. 
True, it cost the city nothing, but the Cor- 

ration had to borrow the money required. 

aced with large commitments for slum clear- 
ance, which also had to be borrowed, our 
City Council has decided that no further ad- 
vances will be made to borrowers under the 
Small Dwellings Acquisition Acts. 
poration decided to issue a loan to the value 
On the 4th March of this year the Cor- 


of £1,350,000. In the appendix published 
in the Dublin Press on the following day it 
is stated that, of this amount, i is for 


the pur;oses of the Small Dwellings Acts. It 
is not fully known that this figure represents 
art of the advances which have been made 
ast year. In other words, the Corporation 
is simply recouping itself for money which 
it has already advanced out of its own 
pocket. No part of this £250,000 will be 
available for future advances. 


A DESIRABLE ASSET 


It is generally agreed in the building trade 
that 50 per cent, of the cost of a bouse is 
inpeedek in wages. That being so, it must 
be obvioys that a business which expends at 
least £250,000 per annum in wages in Dublin 
alone is a very desirable asset to the city. 
It must also be obvious that if builders can- 
not sell houses, then the production of houses 
will cease. That is actually taking place; 
for several months past workers are being 
dispensed with in considerable numbers in 
the house-building industry. 

These workers will, of course, draw un- 
employment relief from the Labour Exchange 
which is paid by the State. When that 
source is exhausted the unemployed worker 
ot on to the special relief, which is a 
urther charge on the State, or, if not 
eligible, has to obtain poor relief from the 
local authority. If our largest Dublin 
brewery started to discharge its employés 
what an outcry would be raised; get, there 
are more men engaged in the house-building 
industry in Dublin than in brewing. 

Some time ago a Sea Fisheries Association 
was set up to assist the fishing industry. 
Once again the Dublin house-building in- 
dustry gives more employment than the sea 
fisheries of the whole Free State. Many 
further comparisons could be found by re- 
ference to the statistical abstract published 


under the ‘‘imprimatur”’ of the Department 
of Industry and Commerce, 
With its 


wy a _ increasing population 
Dublin appears likely to reach the half mil- 
lion mark in a very few years. In any case, 
the demand for new houses is as great as 
ever. But without some form of assistance 
would-be purchasers are helpless, and at the 
present time there is practically no means 
of helping them. Slum dwellers have hope 
of obtaining a Corporation dwelling some day. 
Well-to-do citizens can purchase outright or 
obtain assistance from their bankers. Be- 
tween the two classes there is a wide gap, 
and for the large number of people in the 
gap the prospect of obtaining a house of 
their own is remote. In other words, credit, 
for the purchase of houses in Dublin is 
frozen. 

One does not need to be connected. with 
building to see that this should not be so. 
If men are being thrown out of employment 
in the SEA industry, if subsidiary trades 
such as brick works, tilemaking, joinery 
shops, saw mills, builders’ providers, carriers 
and others are going to be affected, it must 
be obvious that something is wrong. Some 
months ago the Minister for Local Govern- 
ment stated in the Dail that “if the Small 
Dwellings Acts ceased, the position would 
ous.’ The position is serious already, 
and will become more so unless a remedy 
is applied, and that quickly. 

_ In our enthusiasm for the starting of new 
industries it is scarcely wise to neglect our 
existing ones, especially an industry which 
employs such a large amount of adult male 
labour as the one in which we are engaged. 
If the Small Dwellings Acts cannot be 
worked by the Corporation, surely a similar 
Act could be worked by some other body, 
such as the Agricultural Credit, Corporation 
or by the Local Government Department 
direct, or by a company set up specially for 
this purpose? It would put house purchase 
on a definite and steady basis, and could be 
extended to cover towns outside of Dublin. 
In other countries house purchase is a simple 
and easy procedure; and what has been done 
in other couatries can, surely, be done here. 

Recently, a Civil Service inter-departmen- 
tal committee was set up to receive sugges- 
tions as to how unemployment could be re- 
medied. May we hope that this committee 
will consider the problem we have set down 
here. It certainly should not prove incapable 
of solution.

EVIDENCE OF. CULTURED 
CIVILISATION 


—_—_e—_— 

N unrecorded chapter of history hidden 
A from the world for five thousand 
years is now béing told at Harappa in 
the Montgomery district of the Punjab. 
Archeological experts are revealing traces of 
a cultured civilisation which flourished three 
millenniums before Christ. i 
Excavation work has been going on for 
the last fifteen years in this part of India, 
but the discoveries providing evidence of a 
people of a vastly superior order to succeeding 
Sivilisations have only made recently. 
It has been found that this ancient race lived 
in dwellings made of brick and stone ; boasted 
systems of drainage as up-to-date as our 
own; used gypsum mortar and bitumen to 
keep roofs and tanks watertight ; had a bath- 
room in every house and, in fact, enjoyed 
amenities unknown to the Babylonian and 


Egyptian eras. 
COPPER, TIN AND LEAD 


Copper, tin and lead were the metals 
commonly used by them. Copper, both ham- 
mered and cast, provided weapons, utensils 
and implements, while tin, used as an alloy 
of copper, contributed bronze. Stone maces 
and flints for knives prove, however, that the 
influence of the Neolithic Age had not 
altogether waned. 

This long-forgotten race knew, too, the 
arts of writing; for nearly every excavated 
building has yielded inscribed seals, tablets 
and sa Svat Their art, indeed, is superior 
to the contemporary works of Egypt and 
Mesopotamia. Many of the figures engraved 
on the seals show a feeling for line and a 
breadth of treatment unrivalled by succeed- 
ing nations. The beautiful inlay work of 
shell in wood provides further evidence of 
their artistic leanings. 


GREAT VANDALISM 

So far as the excavated structures are 
concerned, great vaidalism has been com- 
mitted by villagers and road contractors im 
search of brick, and it was not expected 
that any of the buildings would be found 
intact, Thirteen feet below the surface, 
however, the ground floor of a brick building 
was found of which walls were still standing 
to a height of, roughly, seven feet and 
measuring three feet thick. One of the rooms 
of this building appeared to have been a 
large hall. Next to it yet another room was 
discovered, but here bricks had been 
wantoniy dug up and carted away. 

The most imposing structure excavated, a 
number of parallel walls covering an area 
of two hundred and thirty feet and resembling 
the store in Cretan palaces, is thought to 
have been used for that purpose. Among 
other buildings is a small dwelling house, 
which, although its outer northern walls have 
been destroyed, boasts four rooms, including 
a large rectangular room and a courtyard. 


PREHISTORIC KILTS 

To the east of this discovery further 
excavation work revealed eight strata build- 
ings, where some of the most interesting 
objects were found. They included: a large 
round copper jar, covered with an inverted 
dish, which contained seventy weapons and 
implements of copper. Among these “were 
one arrowhead, one saw, one mace head, two 
double-edged axes, two lance heads, sixteen 
spear heads, seven daggers, two choppers, 
shivteon chisels and the beam of a weighing 
scale. Five hollow copper bangles and four 
solid bangles, a cup, numerous vases and 
six seals—one of them depicting seven men 
wearing kilts and helmets marching In pro- 
cession—were also found. Amongst the jars 
excavated at Harappa is a group of more 
than a hundred, found altogether, which are 
decorated with wavy lines, deer, peacocks, 
goats, birds and human figures. 


OTHER FINDS 

Yet another interesting find was a minia- 
ture model of a two-wheeled copper cart, 
complete with driver but minus shafts and 
animals, which had apparently been broken 
of. This model is the oldest known speet- 
men of a wheeled cart in the world. 

The final’ discoveries at Harappa are yet 
to be completed. Each succeeding year 
brings forth new articles of interest to 
archeologist and historian alike, and the 
lives and handiwork of an Indian civilisation 
‘which flourished in the Indus Valley for 
countless generations are still being laid 
bare.

The instant a Minister signed a certi- 
ficate an offence before a District Justice 
became triable by the Tribunal; and, in so 
far as the charges before the District Justice 
required a certificate, the signing of the 
document by the Minister brought the case 
within the framework of the Act.

ment charging them on seven counts with 
shooting at bhais Kelliher, Keel, Castle- 
maine, with intent to murder him, on or 
about 8th February, 1934; with wounding 
Kelliher, and with conspiracy. There were 
also charges against them of the illegal 
possession of firearms, and with possessing 
them with intent to endanger life. 

Mr. P. Lynch, K.C., and Mr. P. J. 
McEnery (instructed by the Chief State 
Solicitor), prosecuted, and Mr. John Hooper 
(instructed by Mr. J. B. Healy, LL.B, 
Cahirciveen), defended. 

Outlining the case for the prosecution, Mr. 
Lynch, K.C., said that in the. month of 
February, 1934, a Civic Guard Barracks was 
being built at a place called Meanus, near 
Castlemaine, and there was considerable local 
feeling against the land being acquired for 
the building. Eamonn Kelliher had been 
working for the contractor for the new 
building. On the night of the 8th February, 
1934. Kelliher left the house of a man named 
Connor, about 9 o'clock to proceed to his 
own house a short distance away. He 
noticed two men inside the fence on the 
left hand side of the road. One of them 
flashed a lamp at him. and shortly after- 
wards a shot was fired. After proceeding 
a little further, Kelliher discovered that he 
was shot in the left leg. He was attended 
by a doctor, and as a result of the injury, 
his left leg was now permanently short by 
half an inch. Kelliher said that the two 
prisoners were the men who were inside the 
fence on the night in question. 

Maps of the scene of the shooting were 
proved by Sergeant Elyan, of the Civic 
Guards. 


INJURED MAN’S EVIDENCE 


Giving evidence, Eamonn Kelliher said he 
was engaged drawing sand to Meanus about 
the 5th, 6th and 8th February, 1934. He 
was in the habit of visiting the house of a 
man named Connor in his neighbourhood, 
and on the night of the 8th February, 1934, 
he left Connor’s house about 9 o'clock to yo 
home. When he came to Tubber lane two 
men appeared at the fence on-the left hand 
side of the road. He recognised the two 
men as John Sullivan and Denis Foley, the 

risoners, whom he had known for years. 

hey were about four yards from him, and 
they followed him on the inside of the 
fence. He saw a flash come from inside the 
fence where the men were, and then heard 
a shot. A flash-lamp remained turned on 
him until the shot had been fired. He felt 
& pain in his left leg, and while walking 
home he found he was bleeding. A doctor 
afterwards removed a pellet from his leg, 
and he had been unable to work for some 
months. 


CROSS-EXAMINATION 


ross-examined by Mr. Hooper, witness 
that he had always been on friendly 

with the aecused men and. their 
families. He identified the accused men by 
seeing their faces. He did not see a shot-gun 
with them. He did not tell the Guards that 
he knew the men who shot him until the 
barrack was finished, as he was afraid that 
everyone connected with the building of it 
would be shot. 

Foley was arrested twice in February, 
1934, and Sullivan in August. He did not 
tell the Guards until September that they 
were the men who shot him. 

He admitted that. two other men had been 
arrested for the shooting and released, but he 
did not tell the Guards that these men were 
innocent. 

Dr. D. T. Sheehan said that he was called 
to see Kelliher on the night in question, and 
found thirteen punctured wounds on his left 
thigh. They had Leen caused by a gun-shot 
wound, and Kelliher was suffering very much 
from loss of blood. He was totally incapaci- 
tated for five months, though he was never 
in danger of death. The lett leg was now 
wasted and would be permanently weaker 
than the right. lt would not be shorter, but 
would be less in circumference. 


CASE FOR DEFENCE 


The case for the prosecution having closed, 

Mr. Hooper said that his clients would 
prove that they were not guilty, and would 
produce witnesses to account for their move- 
ments on the night of the shooting. 

Dems Foley then entered the witness box, 
and, in evidence, said that he left his own 
home on the evening of the 8th February at 
6 o’clock, and cycled to White Gate Cross, 
about three miles away. He got to the cross 
about 8 o'clock. 

Mr. Justice O’Byrne—What did you do 
between six o clock and eight o'clock ?7—I 
cycled to the Cross, 

So it took you two hours to cycle three 
miles ?—It did. 

Witness said that when he arrived at 
Whitegate Cross there were groups of people 
standing about. He spoke to one of the 
groups, and asked if anybody was going to a 
wedding that was on. No one answered 
him. <A party came along and passed the 
Cross going to the wedding, and Re he got 
on his bicycle and cycled home. At (iorta- 
leen Cross he saw a man named Daniel Cahil- 
lane and one or two other men at the side 
of the road, and he saluted them, saying 
‘*Good-night.”” He thought that Daniel 
Cahillane replied. He cycled on home, which 
he reached at half-past ten, walking the last 
quarter-mile. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Lynch, the accused 
man Foley said that he was twenty minutes 
or so at Whitegate Cross resting on his 
bicycle, but no one spoke to him. 

Daniel Cahillane, a Jahourer, of Gortaleen 
Cross, said that he was standing on the road- 
side with his consin, Daniel Michael Cahil- 
lane, when Denis Foley, whom he knew well, 
passed on his bicycle and said “' Good. 
night.”” He replied “ Geod-night,” and 
Foley passed on without stopping. 

Daniel Michael Cahillane, cousin of the pre- 
vious witness, gave corroborative evidence. 
Foley lived about a quarter of a mile from 
where they were standing at Gortaleen Cross. 

The further hearing of the case was ad- 
journed until this morning at eleven o'clock,

Dublin, against John O'Neill, of 42 Eccles 
street, Dublin. ‘The plaintiffs had applied to 
the High Court for judgment for Raye ang 
of the back drawingroom of 42 Eccles street, 
Dublin, which had been let by them to the 
defendant as tenant from week to week, 
On their behalf it was stated that they pur- 
chased the house with vacant possession sub- 
sequent to the passing of the Increase of 
Rent’ and Mortgage Interest (Restrictions) 
Act, 1926, and that by reason of that, and 
of the fact. that the poor law valuation and 
the standard rent of the entire premises were 
in excess of £20, the entire premises were de- 
controlled. The defendant contended that, as 
on apportionment, the poor law valuation of 
the back: drawingroom would be much less 
than £20, the room was subject to the pro- 
visions of the Increase of Rent and Mortgage 
Interest. (Restrictions) Act, 1923. The High 
Court held that, by virtue of Section 5, Sub- 
section (1), of the Increase of Rent and 


no part of the premises became subject to 
control by reason of the sub-letting of a por- 
tion of them; and that the provisions of the 
Increase of Rent and Mortgage Interest (Re- 
strictions) Acts, 1923-1931, did not apply to 
the premises. From this judgment the de- 
fendant appealed to the Supreme Court. ' 
The Chief Justice, in his judgment, said 
that, in his opinion, it was a fallacy to sup- 
pose that where the statutory dwelling-house 
is part of a house it is necessary to fix a 
** standard rent,” for the whole house, so as 
to determine the “ standard rent ” of the 
part hy apportionment. In his view, the 
effect of Section 5 of the Act of 1926, causing 
the principal Act to cease to apply to the 
whole of a statutory dwelling-house (being 
above the stated line regarding standard rent 
and rateable value), whether such a whole 
be ‘itself. a whole or part of a larger house, 
is simply to deprive that technical statutory 
unit of its technical statutory character, and 
to leave it thereafter in the same position 
as if it were a dwelling-house to which, as a 
whole, the principal Act had never applied; to 
leave untouched the portion of the Acts with 
regard to any part of the statutory dwell- 
ing, whether then already let and covered 
by Sub-section (2) of Section 5, or thereafter 
let as a separate dwelling and within the 
terms of the Principal Act. He was cf 


be allowed and judgment in the action given 
in favour of the defendant. 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon said that, in his 
opinion, the intention of the Legislature, 
when passing the Act of 1926, was to bring 
about a gradual exemption of dwellinghouses 
from the provisions of the Increase of Rent 
Acts. They must interpret Section 5 of ood 
Act ot 1926 in accordance with the state 
of the law at the time when it was passed. 
It had not been amended in any way, and, 
in his opinion, its provisions exempted the 
whole of the dwellinghouse, 42 Eccles street, 
from the Increase of Rent Acts, and it would 
be unreasonable to hold that the Acts still 
potentially applied to every portion óf the 
exempted whole, which might at any future 
time be let as a separate dwelling. In his 
opinion, the order of the High Court should 
be affirmed, and the appeal dismissed, with 
costs. 


APPEAL DISMISSED 

Mr. Justice Murnaghan said that if the 
letting held by the defendant be subject to 
the Principal Act, in his opinion the standard 
rent of that letting must be an apportioned 
part of the standard rent of £33 19s. ód., to 
which 42 Eccles street was subject so long 
as the Principal Act applied to the whole; 
but the Principal Act had ceased to apply 
to 42 Eccles street under Section 5 of the 
Act of 1926, and. in his opinion, it must also 
result that the Principal Act had ceased to 
apply to fresh lettings of portion of these 
premises. He felt bound to place upon Section 
5 of the Act of 1926 the same construction 
as it would have had when it passed into 
law.

THREE MEN SENT TO 
PRISON

out to force Patrick O'Malley, of 

Drumbrick, to marry a girl named 
Mary Farrell was described by counsel for 
the defence before the Military Tribunal, at 
Collins Barracks, Dublin, yesterday. The 
men who attempted this ‘‘forced match- 
making’’ were James Joseph Regan, of 
Keadue West; Patrick McNif Altogowlan, 
Arigna, and Thomas McLoughiliy, of Derry- 
nargan, Cootehall. Their arrangements in- 
cluded having a priest, who was uhaware 
of the forced nature of the proceedings, 
waiting at the church with the girl, while 
with a rifle and a revolver they went to 
O’Malley’s house. 
The series of charges against the three 
men were:—Membership of an unlawful 
association; conspiracy to intimidate; riot; 
forcible'entry and burglary; common assault; 
illegal possession of firearms\with intent to 
endanger life, and refusing to give an ac- 
count of their movements when interrogated 
by the Civic Guards, They pleaded guilty 
to all the charges except those in which it 
was alleged that they intended to endanger 
life. 

State counsel, Mr. William Black, entered 

a nolle prosequi in the charges to which the 
accused pleaded not guilty. : 


DIFFERENT MOTIVES 


Mr. Brereton Barry, who was instructed 
by Mr. C. Flynn, defended, and explained 
that the young men admitted entering into 
a conspiracy on March 7th last to induce a 
young man to do what they considered would 
be his duty to, do—to marry a girl who was 
about to become the mother of what would 
otherwise have been a fatherless child. He 
did not seek to justify that action, but that 
was the motive which actuated each of the 
accused men. The position of each of them 
was a little different from that of the other. 
McLoughlin was more intimately connected 
with the proposed marriage than the others. 
He was a friend of the family of the girl 
who had been wronged. The two others 
were less intimately connected, James Joseph 
Regan being merely the driver of the motor 
car, and brought into the enterprise pro- 
bably because he owned the car. 

Having entered mto the conspiracy, steps 
were taken to carfy it into effect, and on 
the night of March 7th they visited the 
O’Malley’s house in order to find the young 
man whom they proposed to induce to enter 
into this marriage. Mr. Barry thought, it 
would be admitted that this was an entirely 
bona fide transaction in the sense that they 
had actually made arrangements with the 
priest, who, of course, did not know any- 
thing of the forced character of the pro- 
ceedings, to be in attendance at the church. 
And the priest was actually in attendance 
at the church that evening, and the girl 
whom it was hoped would be married was 
there also.

SHOTS FIRED 


The serious nature of the charges arose 
from the fact that, on going into the house 
that evening and looking for the young man, 
shots were fired by-all of the accused. Regan 
and McNiff fired shots in the air outside 
the house and two shots were fired inside 
by McLoughlin. 

The Tribunal would observe that the 
charges to which they had pleaded not guilty 
were those on the indictment which involved 
the words ‘‘ with intent to endanger life.’’ 
He urged on the Tribunal that these actually 
represented the true facts. At no time was 
there any intention in the minds of the 
accused men to endanger the lives of any 
persons or to harm anybody, but they used 
these firearms merely for the purpose of 
intimidating people. 

While he did not seek to justify drastic 
match-making of this description, said 
counsel, and he did not ask the Court to do 
anything which could be construed as ap- 
proval of methods of that kind, ‘‘ but I do 
think that the motive 1s a factor that the 
Tribunal ig justified in taking into considera- 
tion, having regard to the pleas of guilty. 
This is not a case where anything was done 
from personal spite or political hatred. Their 
motive was simply to right what they con- 
ceived to be a wrong. While I admit they 
are not entitled to endeavour to enforce the 
matrimonial or spiritual law in this manner, 
their motive is a matter of very considerable 
importance.” 


MATRIMONIAL AFFAIRS 


Counsel, concluding, said that he would 
suggest that if the Tribunal dealt. leniently 
with the accused men there would be no 
further trouble from them. ‘‘ They will,” he 
said, “ be law-abiding citizens, and will keep 
out of matrimonial affairs of this kind and 
will leave match-making to more subtle, less 
violent and, perhaps, more effective methods 
than they saw fit to apply in this case.”’ 

Mr. Black said that, he had to call attention 
to the fact that the guns used in this case 
had, not been handed up. i 

Mr. Brereton Barry replied that this was a 
matter which: he had gone into, and the men 
assured him that they got the weapons that 
evening and gave them back ths same night 
after leaving O'Malley's house. The -guns 
were not ii.any way under their control, 

The President said that the Tribunal was 
taking into account the fact that the prisoners 
had pleaded guilty, their expressions of re- 
gret, and the very able appeal made by their 
counsel. Were it not for that, each of the 
prisohers would have received a sentence of 
two years’ imprisonment. The Court might 
have gone even further in its leniency if the 
arms had been handed over to the Guards. 
The men were then sentenced to eighteen 
months’ imprisonment. In each case twelve 
months of the sentence is not té be served 
if the accused men enter into recognisances to 
keep the peace for two years. 

The Court adjourned until this morning.

It seems a pity (writes a correspondent) 
that some difficulty should have arisen 
over Mr. Oliver Sheppard's fisfe piece of 
statuary, “ The Death of. Cuchulainn,”’ 
which had been acquired by the Goyern- 
ment for the: General Post Office as a 
symbol of the Rising in 1916. While it is 
highly satisfactory that one of our most 
distinguished artists should have been 
accorded national recognition, there is 
room for doubt whether this particular 
piece of sculpture is best suited to fulfil 
the purpose for which it has been adapted. 
Surely, Cuchulainn must be regarded as 
essentially the hero of Ulster, with whom 
the other provinces of Ireland fought 
many times in battle, to their grievous 
loss, until the enemies of the Northern 
Achilles, by witchcraft and _ subtlety, 
finally encompassed his downfall on the 
plain of Muirthemne? It is, therefore, 
somewhat paradoxical that the warrior 
who held so long the gap of Ulster against 
the Southern hordes should now be 
adopted as a symbol by those whose object 
is to bend his native province to their 
will. I am not suggesting that this point 
of view provides the reason for the present 
hitch in connection with Mr. Sheppard’s 
statue, nor do I imagine that Cuchulainn 
is ever likely to become truly popular in 
Sandy row, but I would like to present 
the whole situation to my friend, Mr. 
Gerald Macnamara, whose witty pen 
might find in it a companion subject te 
“Thompson in Tir-na-nOg.”’ 


he Hound of Ulster’ 


According to M. D’ Arbois de Jubainville, 
Cuchulainn was the son of Dechtere, sister 
of Conchobar, King of Ulster. His morta] 
father was Sualtam. a chieftain of that 
province; but he was also the spiritual! 
son of Lugh, the Sun God, who appeared 
to his mother in a dream, and whose 
powerful influence was exerted on the side 
of the hero during his. fighting career. 
The legend tells how the army of Maeve, 
@ucen of Connaught, in which were 
collected the warriors ot four provinces 
of Ireland, attempted to enter Ulster. 
Cuchulainn, accompanied by his charioteer 
Laeg, challenged the fighting: men of the 
rest of Ireland. one by one, to single 
combat. Duel after duel fellowed, and 
Cuchulainn gained victory after victory. 
Eventually, however, he was. almost over- 
come with wounds and weariness, when 
Laeg noticed a strange warrior coming 
towards them. ‘‘A mass of fair, curling 
hair was upon his head. He wore a green 
mantle, fastened at his breast with a 


brooch of white silver; reaching to his 


knees was a shirt embroidered with red 
gold. In his hand he held a black shield 
with a rim of white bronze.”.. Only Laeg 
and Cuchulainn saw the stranger, for he 
was one of ‘the Sidhe. ‘‘ Who art thon?” 
asked Cuchulainn. ‘‘Thouw art a brave 
warrior, 0 Hownd of Ulster,” was the 
rep'y. “‘I am Luch, thy father, come to 
help thee.” Whereupon he sent a sleep 
of enchantment upon Cuchulainn, which 
lasted three days and three nights. after 
which his wounds were healed and he 
recovered. M. de Jubainville points out 
the similarity between Cuchulainn and 
the Gresk Heracles, and Lady Gregory 
has recorded the exploits of the Northern 
warrior in her well-known volume. 
“Cuchulainn of Muirthemne.”’ .

In Exile 


When Mr. Frank McKenna, the ableé 
vice-president of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway Carmen’s Union, died some 
weeks ago in Montreal after an operation 
for appendicitis, Mr. BR. B. Bennett, the 
Canadian Premier, declared: ‘‘ His pass- 
ing is to me a personal loss.’’ The dead 
leader was the son of Irish parents and 
was born outside Manchester. He got his 
fir-t job at the age of eleven and when he 
had served his time as a joiner, he became 
one of the most active members of the old 
Amalgamated Society of Carpenters. 
McKenna was one of the pioneers of 
working-class education in England, and 
when Keir Hardie formed the Independent 
Labour Party he became one of its most 


enthusiastic adherents. As a young man 
*he came under the influence of Professor 


Charles A. Beard, the American economist 
and social historian, who had come to 


Oxford to lecture on American history. 


After hearing Beard, McKenna joined one 
of the working-class student classes at 


Oxford and was one of the first students 
admitted to Ruskin College. 
displaying ability as a ba speaker, he 
aie made a name for 

platforms when he emigrated to Canada at 
the turn of the century. When he landed 
in the Dominion he had, as he used to 
say, ‘‘a wife, two small children, and 
about five dollars,” and underwent much 
hardship before his organising work for 
railwaymen on the Canadian Pacific lines 
made him one of the most prominent of 
trade union leaders in Canada. A few 
years ago he was sent by the Canadian 
Trades Union Congress as its fraternal 
delegate to the British Trades . Union

Stormont and Aerrion Square 


I see that the Parliament Buildings at 
Stormont have won laurels for their 
designer, Sir Arnold Thornely, beside his 
knighthood. The Royal Institute of 
British Architects has awarded a medal 


for conspicuous merit in architecture, and | 


has selected Stormont as the best edifice 
completed in three years. The claim is 
made by an Irish authority in architecture, 
not an Ulsterman, that Stormont is 
‘‘nerhaps the most successful public 
building for a century past.’’ Dare I tell 
the story of What the Belfast Orangeman 
sadly remarked, after viewing-the build- 
ing? ‘‘Aye,’’ he said, “ its quare an’ fine, 
and it ‘ull make a gran’ convent some 
day !”’ 

Tho advantage which Stormont enjoyed 
over other structures in Ireland was that 
there was ample money to spend on it. 
We cannot hope for such distinguished 
architecture as the Bank of Ireland, Four 
Courts’ and’ the Custom Hohee when all 
building is done on pinchbeck terms. The 
next grand opportunity for architecture in 
Ireland will come when Dublin’s new 
cathedral is built. , Controversy still con- 
tinues, in a smothered tone, as to whether 
Merrion square is an ideal site; but, if 
Merrion square is discarded, it must be for 
a site yet more advantageous than that fine 
open position, In either case, it may be 
assumed that there will be no stinting of 
funds, so that all will depend on the 
quality of the design. Will an effort be 
made to achieve the unique thing: a large 
building in the Irish Romanesque style? 


‘Britannia 
Fe Oe a RE RD te I 


The picture of the 40-foot Britannia in 
Monday's Jrish Times calls to mind the 
fact that thé heroic statue of Britannis 
above the Tate Gallery is by an Trish | 
artist, the late Michael Lawlor. Few will 
remember the sensational smudging of hie 
bust-of the Irish parliamentary leader, 
John Redmond, who in those far-off days 
had incurred the odium of the suffragettes 
by his attitude to the question of female 
franchise. The sculptor bore the brunt of 
it; for a police prosecution followed and he 
urged no complaint. His name represents 
four successive generations of an artistic 
tradition. His father, Patrick Lawlor, 
was a sculptor, and Michael Lawlor was 
nephew and pupil ‘of John Lawlor, 
A.R.H.A. John Lawlor’s great group, 
““ Engineering,” is one of the redeeming 
features of the Albert Memorial in 
Kensington Gardens. His statue, ‘‘ The 
Bather,’’ is in the National Gallery. John 
Lawlor also sculptured the great lions 
which guard the Menai Bridge, and the 
statue of Sarsfield at Limerick is by him. 
A first cousin of Michael Lawlor’s is 
Aloysius O’Kelly, of New York, who, two 
generations ago, was a well-known London 
War artist, one of whose pictures was a 
subject of discussion in the House of 
Commons. A son of Michael Lawlor’s, 
the late Clancy Lawlor, and a daughter, 
Gertrude Lawlor, a _ sculptor-painter 
carried on the tradition. which is still 
extant, in a grandson and grand-daughter, 
who may yet declare it in our day.

and courage made a big impression on me, 
and, as the Murphy of those days could 
dispose of the majority of professional 
cruiser-weights in England now, Marrinan 
should come prominently into the news, 
since he seems to have developed a useful 
punch.

The Goodall Brothers 


The death on Monday last of Mr. W. 
Chadwick, of Blackburn, a famous Asso- 
ciatiog football player and referee, who 
signed Crompton, one of the historic figures 
of the game, for Blackburn Rovers, re- 
called to a friend of mine a curious fact 
concerning the first international match 
to be played in Dublin between Ireland 
and England. The match was at Lans- 
downe road, and G. O. Smith, still 
reverently spoken of as one of the greatest 
of centre-forwards, was playing for Eng- 
land. The Irish centre-half was Archie 
Goodall, of Derby County, and that day, 
although England won, he simply put 
Smith out of the game by his ‘deadly 
tackling. The curiosity, however, was 
this: Archie Goodall was born in Belfast 
and several times played for Ireland, 
while his brother John was born in Eng- 
land and played for that country. I have 
never heard of a parallel case to this, 
though Mrs. Gossett, who still plays for 
Optimists, the Dublin club, was a mem- 
ber of the English women’s hockey team 
before coming to Ireland, and then, on a 
residential qualification, played several 
times for Ireland. 


A Golfer to Note 


The Irish golf selectors should take note 
of the name of E. S. Nugent Head, who, 
in partnership with J. Adams, of Rom- 
ford, the former Irish professional 
champion, has been doing well in the big 
English professional amateur foursomes 
tournament this week. Head comes from 
Newcastle, Co. Down, and was for a time 
on the staff of the Jrish Times; but his 
handicap of two made the winning of 
Press competitions here rather too diffi- 
cult for him. I was one of those who 
plaved some golf with him, and marvelled 
at the length of his tee shots; but the rest 
of his game at that period was not up 
to the same standard. Resident in London 
for the last three or four years, he has 
now develoned into a very good player, 
indeed, and a man well worth watching 
for international honours.

Her style 
is reminiscent of J. C. Brown’s, and she 
hits a very long ball off the tee.

of Cruelty to Animals at their Dogs’ 
and Cats’ Home, Grand Canal quay, Dublin, 
while cats brought to the Home went up by 
almost 1,000 animals. 


WORK OF THE YEAR - 


Mr. F. O. Lyons, C.E., chairman, pre- 
sided yesterday at the annuai general meeting 
of the society in Dawson Hall, Dublin, when 
Miss Hillas, honorary secretary, delivered an 
interesting lantern lecture of the year’s work 
done by the Dublin Society. 

The report showed a steady increase in the 

operations of the society. In 1954, it was 
stated, 3,104 dogs were brought to the Dogs 
and Cats’ Home, as against 2,639 in 1933. 
The cats_ received at the Home in 1954 in. 
creased from 5,423 in 1933 to 6,440. The 
collection of animals—stray cats and injured 
dogs—had grown to such an extent that it 
was found necessary to purchase a motor 
van to serve as an ambulance and assist in 
the collection, etc. It was said that the 
nature of the society's work had greatly 
changed during recent years, There were not 
so many horses on the streets, but the 
number of cases reported had multiplied ten 
or twelvefold, and about 50 per cent. of the 
inspectors’ work was occupied in _ investi- 
gating these reports. Increased expenditure 
had been justified by increased efficiency and 
in the results. 
Subscriptions received during the year 
amounted to £343, as against £325 in 1935. 
Collections amounted to £79 ás. 6d., as 
against £78 8s. 1d. in 1933, and for the 
Donkey Prize Fund in 1934 £33 10s. was 
received, as against £35 11s. in 1933. About 
£1,949 had been received as bequests during 
the year. 


THE CATTLE MARKET 


The report referred to work of the 
society in the Cattle Market, and said that 
a sharp watch was kept for animals suffering 
from broken horns, damaged eyes, and lanie- 
ness, which occurred very often. 

“It is an unpleasant commentary on the 
humanity of drovers, penmasters and owners 
that animals with these injuries are found in 
the pens, no attempt being made to relieve 
them,” said the report. Lorry transport had 
brought about new forms of cruelty to be 
detected and punished. Sheep were often 
suffocated by overcrowding. “There is very 
little ground for saying that there has been 
much improvement in the treatment which 
cattle and sheep receive in transit to the 
market or while in it.” Licensing of drovers 
had not yet been secured. 


FEWER CRUELTY CASES 


Society had been kept up fairl 
was only a difference of about £18 as between 
1933 and 1934. They had got some good 
legacies last year, but only £40 up to the 
present. As they lived largely on legacies it 
was important that the Dublin Society for 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals should not 
be confused with other organisations doing 
similar work outside Dublin. They had had 
470 cfuelty cases, but the number of cases 
had dropped, largely owing to the way the 
Society’s literature was educating the public 
and the activities of the Civic Guards and the 
Society's inspectors. They had two boys with 
bicycles collecting stray cats, but had found 
it necessary to get a motor van for distant™ 
collecting. This van was most useful on 
Thursday afternoons, when they would need 
twenty or thirty .inspectors. Now that the 
motor van could run about the city they ex- 
bu to get far more cases of lame animals 
ing driven and of lorries overcrowded. This 
was important, as several animals had been 
found dead in lorries. They were issuing an 
appeal to the public concerning the van. 
zast year cats had been boarded for 
members during their holidays. At the Spring 
Show much literature was distributed, and the 
use of the humane killer demonstrated. Their 
officers inspected old horses leaving the North 
Wall, and saw that these animals were as 
fit as could be according to law. Good use 
was made of the Rest Field at Dundrum, and 
the scope of the Society was increasing every 
year. 


CAGING OF WILD BIRDS 


Canon J. 8. Long moved the adoption of 
the report and accounts, and said that he felt 
it was the duty of the clergy to make a point 
of teaching the prevention of cruelty to 
animals. Cruelty was still being perpetrated 
enough to make the heart sick, though un- 
doubtedly there had heen a great improve- 
ment. The police, by the encouragement and 
recognition they got from this Society, were 
doing more than in former times. 
The O'Mahony, T.D., seconded. He said 
that he deplored the caging of wild birds, 
and should like to see it prohibited. The 
Society could never do what they wanted it 
to do until they got youth into it.

The Strike 


Last night’s downpour of rain brought 
home to many thousands of Dublin 
citizens the fact that the transport strike 
is ‘half-way through its sixth week. So 
long as the weather was fine, ‘ large 
numbers of workers in office and factory 
did not worry over much about the strike. 
It certainly caused them some incon- 
venience ; but they quickly adapted them- 
selves to the new circumstances, and, with 
the occasional aid of a “ lift’’ in an Army 
lorry, they found their way in and out of 
the city with little more damage than a 
pair of weary feet, The rain, however, 
changed all that. How many girls in city 
offices arrived home last night drenched to 
the skin? How many elderly people have 
caught colds as a result of their wetting?! 
Another couple of wet evenings will take 
a heavy toll of the workers who cannot 
afford taxi-cabs, and all the best efforts of 
the Army lorries will be unable to prevent 
serious results. In view of these facts, 
we simply cannot understand the attitude 
either of the strikers or of the Tramway 
Company. Each side, apparently, is 
anxious to out-manceuvre the other, and 
seems to be waiting patiently for its 
opponent to make a mistake; but does 
either of them think of the public's posi- 
tion? Do they both not realise that the 
men and women, the girls and boys, who 
were forced to trudge through the rain 
last night are the people who keep the 
transport industry alive? Their pennies 
and twopences provide shareholders with 
dividends and pay the workers’ wages ; 
and it is high time that this fact should 


last Saturday we urged the Minister for 
Industry and Commerce to.call an imme- 
diate conference between representatives of 
the Tramway Company. and the trade 
unions involved in the strike, with a view 
to the early resumption of work on the 
tramcars and omnibuses. We appreciate 
fully Mr. Lemags’s difficulties; but we 
suggest, with all respect, that the issues 
at stake are too grave to be left to the 
haphazard arbitrament of drift. We know 
that the men are utterly in the wrong, 
and that the Minister is entirely justified 
in his insistence that they shall go back 
to work before negotiations with the com- 
pany are started; but at such a time it 
would be worse than foolish to be bound 
by any kind of red tape. Sooner or later 
a conference will be held. Cannot the 
company Gordian knot and 
arrange a meeting now? Nothing can be 
lost by such a move. A conference, under 
the chairmanship of the Minister, need 
not commit the company—or, for that 
matter, the strikers—to anything save 
evidence of a desire to end the strike; 
and, from the public’s point of view, 
nothing else really counts. As things 
stand at present, it looks as if the 
stoppage will continue until either the 
strikers are starved into submission cr 
the company is beaten to its knees. Either 
alternative would be equally fatal. We 
have no sympathy whatever with the men 
who engineered this strike. We hold no 
brief of any kind for the company; but 
we do call upon both parties to consider 
the claims of the travelling public, whose 
only desire is to secure a resumption of 
work at the earliest possible moment. The 
public pays the piper, but it is not allowed 
to call the tune, Its only hope at the 
moment seems to lie in Mr. Lemass’s 
hands. Neither the strikers yor the com- 
pany appears to be interested in its 
plight; otherwise the stoppage could not 
possibly have lasted for nearly six weeks.

sity’ of it. The fact of the matter is, 
of course, that Herr Hitler has no inten- 
tion to enter into any agreements of the 
‘* collective" kind. He wants a free hand 
to work out his own ambitions, and has no 
interest in pacts which will circumscribe 
Great Britain, France and Italy will hold 
the stage at Stresa, but the real pro- 
tagonist is Germany. When she announced 
her immediate intention to re-arm, she 
threw all the politics of Europe into the 
melting-pot. All the plottings and plan- 
nings of the statesmen during the last five 
years must begin again on a fresh basis; 
for, while most people knew that Germany 
could, and would, re-arm, the various 
schemes of disarmament and peace have 
been reared on the assumption that she 
must remain weak. Sir John Simon sum- 
marised her demands last week. Germany 
wants, and means to have, 36 divisions, 
comprising 550,000 soldiers ; she wants sea 
power equivalent to 35 per cent. of 
Britain’s naval tonnage, and she demands 
parity for her own air force with those of 
Great Britain and France, and liberty to 
build further aircraft if Russia's become 
more formidable. Furthermore, she 
declares that she will possess every type 
of armament that other nations possess, 
and will abandon any particular class of 
armament only when, and if, they also 
abandon it. In regard to the principle of 
disarmament, says Herr Hitler, Germany 
stands exactly where she has stood since 
he came into power. She believes—or 
claims to believe—in disarmament, pro- 
vided that disarmament is general, and is 
not confined to herself. if principles 
mattered, the situation would be unchanged. 
The difference is. however, that all these 
excellent principles are uttered now not 
by an unarmed and weak, but by a fully 
armed and strong, Germany. The possi- 
bility has become a reality; vague fears 
have been translated into concrete fears, 
and a Europe that was wondering only a 
few months ago what she ought to do about 
Germany, is wondering now what Germany 
will do next. In a sense, the Stresa Con- 
ference is the first for many years that 
will find itself confronted with the sub- 
stance, rather than with the shadow of 
reality. 

Against this stubborn German rock it is 
hard to see what to-morrow’s counsels will 
avail. We have no great hope that the 
Stresa Conference will be successful, espe- 
cially if Signor Mussolini persists’ in his 
widely advertised intention to press for the 
re-arming of Austria and Bulgaria. The 
urgent need is that the three Powers shall 
unite on some sensible and practical 
course of action against the time when the 
question of Germany’s re-armament comes 
before the League of Nations. Geneva 
never yet has been confronted with any 
issue which matters so much, or may be 
mishandled so easily. France is bitter, 
Italy is anxious, and Great Britain, so far 
as we know at present, is hesitant. The 
weight of European opinion is heavily 
against Germany, and it is not impossible 
that France’s very natural bitterness. will 
promote another world war unless the two 
other Great Powers inspire to-morrow’s 
conversations with reasonableness. There 
is room for hope, however, in the very 
nearness of the danger. Germany has had 
time to consider her unpopularity and its 
consequences, and, warned thereby, may 
be ready to extend a more willing ear to 
the proposals of Great Britain and Italy. 
If she continues to reject all schemes of 
collective security and insists on loyalty 
to her present dangerous policy of bilateral 
agreements with separate States, the 
result hardly can be anything but war. 
Germany has refused Great Britain s 
advice on several occasions. Perhaps, if 
Hitler is forced to realise that 
Britain has a very deep concern in the

maintenance of peace, and is determined 
to throw all her weight into the balance 
for the sake of peace, we shall yet have 
cause to bless the Stresa Conference and 
the diplomatic ‘‘ round-trip’ that was its 
prelude.

Sitting Tickets 


To the statement that “ every little 
counts “ people are inclined to reply that 
you are telling them ; but such is the fate 
of all axioms. Notwithstanding their some- 
what obvious nature, however, they are of 
value in inducing one to face that familiar 
friend, the facts of life. Thus, without the 

mental impetus provided by the thought 
of every little counting, the Brighton 

authorities never might have decided upon 

their deck-chair drive. In the past the 

revenue from the hire of deck-chairs has 

been comparatively small in Brighton ; but 

this summer things will be different. lt is 

difficult to forecast the huge sums that 
should pour into the city coffers. From. 
now on the ticket collectors are to resemble 
in all the more vital ways a beauty chorus. 
They will be clothed in a chocolate uni- 
torm, relieved, so far as is compatible with 
decency and reason, in blue and gold. 
This innovation should remove the most 
important drawback to the hire of deck- 
chairs, The deck-chair sitter by nature is 
a sensitive bird, and rises hurriedly in the 
majority of cases while the beaters are stil] 
many hundreds of yards away. He has 
merged with the scenery before contact can 
be established. Then, too, he may prefer a 
concrete bench to a deck-chair. There is 
no charge for benches. The chorus innova- 
tion, however, ought to put a stop to these 
anomalies. In future the people of 
Brighton will struggle wildly among them- 
selves to gain possession of as many deck- 
chairs as possible, in the hope of pro- 
tracted negotiations with the lovely Lá 
collector. If the ticket collectors were 
empowered to return every quarter of an 
hour to issue a new ticket, the success of 
the scheme would be assured.

be carried to extremes; for we must not 
forget that out greatest duty is towards 
our own kind, and that there are many 
hundreds of unfortunate people in Ireland 
who have the first claim upon our charity. 
Next to their needs, however, come those 
of the animals, and the annual meeting 
of the Dublin Society for the Prevention 
of Cruelty to Animals, which was held 
yesterday, shows how great those needs 
are. We hesitate to believe that cruelty, 
in its strict sense, exists to any great 
degree in this country, but the ignorance 
and thoughtlessness that inflict so much 
suffering are almost worthy of the name. 
In this morning’s issue, for example, we 
publish two letters dealing with the 
barbarous way in which calves are 
transported, starving or actually dying, to 
the slaughter-house, and there can be 
little doubt that many other animals are 
exposed to needless pain by owners who 
are too careless to give them a moment’s 
thought. Lack of consideration, indeed, 
can bring results quite as bad as those of 
cruelty, and they can be off-set only by 
the patient efforts of such bodies as the 
S.P.C.A., whose watchful eye has picked 
out many of the worst offenders, and has 
enforced a more humane spirit. among 
the others. Its meeting yesterday, how- 
ever, shows that much remains to be 
done ; for modern conditions have brought 
new problems. The number of horses in 
our streets is very much less than it used 
to be, but it is a depressing fact that the 
number of reported cases of cruelty, from 
whatever reason, has increased ten or 
twelvefold. Again, lorry transport has 
brought a new form of sufféring to cattle 
and sheep, which often are ‘brought to 
market under appalling conditions. In 
nine cases out of ten the plight of the 
animals is due merely to a_ brutal 
indifference on the part of their owners, 
and the Society’s report, we are glad to 
note, shows that its own efforts to educate 
the publie are resulting in a decrease in 
the number of cases that have to be 
brought before the courts. | 


WELSHMEN SEE THE 
PREMIER 


PHYSICAL AND MENTAL 
DETERIORATION |

The Prime Minister received a deputa- 
tion representing all the Welsh Churches 
and the Welsh M.P.’s in his room at the 
House of Commons yesterday on the ques- 
tion of the social condition in the special 
areas all over Wales. 

Mr. Lloyd George was one of the mem- 
bers of the deputation, which was headed 
by Mr. Haydn Jones, Chairman of the 
Welsh Parliamentary Party, and the 
Bishop of St. Asaph, as leader of the 
Churches. 

The object of the deputation was “ to 
present to the Prime Minister the situa- 
tion and conditions prevailing in Wales, 
and to call the serious attention of the 
Government to the physical, mental, and 
spiritual deterioration of the people of 
Wales, who are sinking into bitterness and 
despair owing to their long-continued un- 
employment.”’ 

The Prime Minister was accompanied 
by Mr. Oliver Stanley, Minister of Labour, 
and Mr. Geoffrey Shakespeare, Parlia- 
mentary Secretary to the Ministry of 
Health. 

An official report says: ‘‘ The Bishop of 
St. Asaph, the Rev. John Roberts, 
Cardiff, and the Rev. T. Alban Davies, 
Tonpentre, emphasised the seriousness of 
the position in Wales, especially in East 
Glamorgan and Monmouthshire. The old 
and characteristic communities of these 
areas were dying from the root up. They 
had produced a type which should not be 
allowed to die. 

“The two last-named speakers drew 

attention to the effects of transference. 
The population of the Rhondda Valley 
had declined heavily in the last ten years, 
and the exodus, mainly of young people 
was increasing. 
‘“Mr. Alban Davies pointed out that 
transference from Wales meant a change. 
not of county but of country, and the loss 
of the potential leaders of to-morrow.” 


PRIME MINISTER’S REPLY 


“The Prime Minister, in his reply, 
referred to the main difficulty as being 
the loss of markets and the continuous 
efforts of the Government to meet this 
dificulty. On the subject of agriculture, 
he referred to Mr. Malcolm Stewart's 
great experience in connection with land 
settlement, and to his confidence that he 
could deal with this problem in the most 
effective way. 

“The Minister of Labour expressed his 
confidence that they would not allow their 
natural feelings about transference to’ 
stand in the way of the real interests cf 
those who had a chance of moving into 
areas Offering better opportunities. The 
Government was aware that the general 
revival had passed parts of Wales over, 
and that was why they had appointed Mr. 
Malcolm Stewart with special powers,”

The Stresa Conference 


Mr. Ramsay Macdonald and Sir John 
Simon are to leave to-morrow morning for 
Stresa. It is now expected that the Prime 
Minister will go with Sir John Simon to 
Geneva at the conclusion of the Stresa Con- 
ference, as he attaches very great import- 
ance to the discussions at the Council of 
the League of Nations regarding Germany, 
and is anxious to take part in them. It 
does not appear that the Conference 1s 
likely to open in an atmosphere of general 
good-will; for in Italy the Press already 
is passing bitter comment on the report 
that Great Britain intends to keep out of 
European commitments. It is the view 
in Rome that, if the three Great Powers— 
Britain, France and Italy—could establish 
a common front at Stresa, Germany would 
not dare to embark on military adventures, 
but it is feared that England will take no 
such step. The United States is remaining 
aloof troin the Conference, which it expects 
to bring forth little in the way of a con- 
structive peace policy. 


Unemployment 


Gratification was expressed in Parlia- 
mentary circles to-day at the great reduc- 
tion in the unemployment returns. It is 
thought that the marked improvement is 
likely to continue for some months, since 
the Jubilee is likely to provide an appre- 
ciable amount of employment in several 
industries. In London there are 21,037 
more people working than there were a 
month ago, and the number and percentage 
of uremployed continues to decline 
steadily. London has nearly 2,500,000 
employable workers, though ten per cent. 
of these are out of work; but there are 
250,000 more people working in London 
to-day than in 1 An official of the 
Board of Trade said to-day that eighty- 
five new clothing factories had been estab- 
lished in Britair during the last year, and 
of these no fewer than fifty-eight were in 
London. Eight out of thirty new timber 
works also amh been established ‘in the 
Met: opolis, as well as twelve new furniture 
factories. 


Indian Civil Servants 


The Marquis of Salisbury and Sir Robert 
Horne have called a meeting of all the 
supporters of the Government in both 
Houses of Parliament to-morrow to con- 
sider the attitude of the civil servants in 
India towards the India Constitution Bill. 
The meeting is to be addressed by an 
Indian civil servant, and the meeting is 
regarded with much interest, as for the 
first time evidence will be given of the 
feeling of the India Civil Service towards 
the bill. Sir Robert Horne’s association 
with Lord Salisbury has given rise to 
surprise, since he voted with the Govern- 
ment for the second reading of the 
‘measure, and has supported the Govern- 
ment ever since. He declared to-day, how- 
ever, that he was not an indiscriminate 
supporter oí the bill, and that he will not 
adhere to all its provisions. His sole 
desire regarding the meeting was that the 
truth should be known about the Benga! 
civil servants. 


Irish Affairs 


Lord Danesfort is to ask in the House 
of Lords to-morrow whether the Govern- 
ment has made any protest to the Irish 
Free State Government against its legisla- 
tion declaring that all British citizens, 
whether in England, Scotland, Northern 
Ireland or elsewhere, are to be treated as 
aliens. In addition, Lord Danesfort will 
ask whether attention has been directed to 
a speech made by Mr. de Valera, in which 
he protested against the separation of 
Northern Ireland from the Free State 
Government, and the retention by British 
forces of certain ports of Southern Ireland. 
He will ask whether any communications 
have passed between the two Governments 
on any of these subjects.

Af the request of Mr. Lansbury (Leader of the Opposition) , Sir 
John Simon (Foreign Secretary) last night told the House of

visits to European capitals. ,

In Moscow the Lord Privy Seal learnt that the Soviet Govern- 
ment considered it more than ever necessary to promote a security 
system, such as that contemplated in the London agreement. 


Poland pointed to her agreements with Russia and Germany, 
securing peace on both her frontiers, and felt that the quest-on to 
be considered was whether the new proposals would improve or 
trouble the present good atmosphere.

How a British diplomat, Mr. Hugh 
Montgomery, First Secretary at the 
British Legation to the Holy See, was re- 
cently arrested by the Italian authorities 
and imprisoned as a Germany spy, was 
revealed here to-day. | 
Mr. Montgomery was arrested while on 
a bicycling tour in Southern Italy, and 
: It was 
learned to-day that the British Embassy 
had unofficially drawn the attention of 
the Italian Government to the matter, 
and asked for an inquiry to be made. 
It is stated that it is incorrect to de- 
scribe the En.sassy’s move as a protest. 
Police approached Mr. Montgomery 
while he was sitting in a café at Nola, 
near Naples, on March 30th, and subjected 
him to questions. 
Two Germans had, at that time, been 
arrested in the neighbourhood, accused of 
spying with regard to Italian troop move- 
ments, and the police thought that Mr. 
Montgomery looked like a German. 
Although his papers were in order the 
local authorities were not satisfied, and he 
was placed under arrest. ae 
He was prevented from communicating 
with the British Consul at Naples or 
with Rome, and was forced to spend two 
days in prison at Nola, when the Italian 
authorities, realising their mistake, re- 
leased him with many apologies. 
It is believed that this is the first time 
that a foreign diplomat has ever been 
imprisoned in Italy, which, like other 
countries, grants diplomats immunity 
from arrest.

'The message, which said, “ Hold filling 
rapidiy,” was picked up by the Radio 
Marine Station: here and ‘re-broadcast to 
shipping in the vicinity.. It gave her posi- 
tion as latitude 47.20 degrees north, longi- 
tude 47.23 degrees west. 

This is in the North Atlantic ‘‘ shipping 
lane,” some hundreds of, miles off the 
foggy coast of Newfoundland. The British 
steamer Manchester Producer and the 
American steamer Scanstates immediately 
replied that.they were hurrying to the 
spot. 

A United States vessel belonging to the 
international ice patrol, which guards the 
shipping tracks from the menace of the 
icebergs which drift south at this season, 
also is in the vicinity. 

The s.s. Newfoundland, another British 
vessel, which was within 23 miles of the 
Tower Bridge when the 8.0.8. was sent, 
later signalled the following message: 
“ We are now in sight of the steamer and 
will advise further of any details.’’ 

Still another vessel is steaming hard to 
her assistance, according to a message 
picked up by the Boston Tropical wireless 
station. 

Early this morning the Tower Bridge 
wirelessed that she is not in need of imme- 
diate assistance.

Drogheda is to have a flour mill. A licence 
for the erection of a flour mill in Drogheda 
was granted by the Minister for Industry and 
Commerce several months ago, but some 
difficulty was experienced in inducing local 
capital to take up the venture.

“I am acting as solicitor for a company 
that is about to be formed, whose object is 
the erection of a flour mil] in Drogheda, on 
the north bank of the Boyne, In order to 
make a flour mill in Drogheda a feasible: pro- 
position it would be essential to erect 
machinery on the quay, opposite the proposed 
mill, to discharge grain cargos and to convey 
the grain to the mill. My clients have re- 
quested me to obtain your consent to this. 
They have élso asked mv to ascertain what 
dues you would propose to charge on wheat 
entering the port?” 

The Mavor said that the Board would 
have the greatest pleasure in acceding to the 
solicitor’s request.

The communiqué says that as a result 
of the firing by the troops on the mob 47 
persons were killed and 134 persons were 
injured. Of those injured 55 received 
only slight injuries. 

The casualties included one woman 
wounded, five boys killed, and two boys 
seriously wounded. No women or children 
were seen in the procession, and the 
injuries to the woman and the boys were 
caused by bullets which ricochetted or 
went wide into the dwelling-houses adjoin- 
ing the area where the shooting occured.

“The roar of the crowd was deafening, 
making the passing of orders extremely 
difficult. The crowd was yelling and shout- 
ing and hurling missiles, The troops had 
their rifles at the ‘ present,’ ready to fire, 
but this obvious fact made no impression 
on the mob, which continued to advance. 

“The magistrate thereupon called on 
the Company Commander to disperse the 
crowd. The latter ordered one man to fire 
one round, and the ringleader dropped, but 
even this example had no effect on the 
mob, which forced its way right up to the 
line of soldiers. 

“The situation was in fact so critical 
that the Jatter had no alternative but to 
fire. Had they not done so they would 
inevitably have been overwhelmed. No 
man fired more than two rounds, and in 
all 47 rounds were fired. 

“The firing stopped immediately the 
crowd wavered and showed signs of with- 
drawing. The troops remained absolutely 
steady, and their fire was under complete 
control in the most difficult conditions of 
noise and confusion.”

The Times observes in a leading article 
to-day :—The Foreign Secretary gave the 
House of Commons. yesterday a sum- 
marised account of the recent conversa- 
tions with Herr Hitler in Berlin and with 
the leaders elsewhere of the other 
countries visited, and there can be no 
doubt that his and the Lord Privy Seal’s 
journeys have been of real value. Sir 
John Simon did not indicate the line of 
policy to be taken at Stresa. On the con- 
trary, he told a questioner explicitly that 
the meeting there was to be of an —- 
tory character. He also assured the House 
that no new commitments would be 
assumed without its previous consent, an‘ 
he informed a larger audience outside, at 
home and abroad, that His Majesty's 
Government had not yet formulated the:r 
policy, and that no inferences should be 
drawn from unauthorised comments and 
pronouncements. There is bound to be a 
certain amount of disappointment in 
foreign countries at the failure of Great 
Britain to give a more precise indication 
of her policy at a moment when all eyes 
have been turned, with, perhaps, exag- 
gerated expectancy, towards London ; but 
Sir John Simon’s reason was that assur- 
ances had been given that definite deci- 
sions would not be taken before the meet- 
ing with France and Italy at Stresa. 

It is known, adds The Times, that 
Signor Mussolini is in favour of a group- 
ing of the greater Powers, apart from, but 
not extraneous to, the League of Nations. 
The Four-Power Pact was concluded in 
Rome nearly two years ago, by which 
Italy, Germany, France and Great Britain 
undertook to make every effort to pursue, 
within the framework of the League of 
Nations, a policy of effective co-operation, 
and they affirmed their desire to give due 
effect to Articles X., XVI. and XIX. of 
the League Covenant, so as to safeguard 
territorial integrity, to contrive suitable 
penalties for non-observance of the Cove- 
nant, and to reconsider treaties which 
might be deemed to have become obsolete. 
It seems possible that the Duce may 
return to his idea of 1933. This time, no 
doubt, Russia would be included, perhaps 
Poland as well; and probably a more 
deliberate attempt may be made to give 
the utmost practical value to Article XVI. 
France would, without doubt, be in sym- 
pay? with developments along these 
ines, and the British Ministers will 
hardly refuse to consider the amplification 
of undertakings to which their country is 
already committed. The plan would, at 
least, Aave the merit that Germany would 
be an integral part of it. There will be 
no settlement in Europe so long as Ger- 
many is on one side of the fence and the 
other leading countries on the other, and 
the approach to common ground cannot be 
expected to be made from one side alone. 
The useful results of the British visit to 
Berlin ‘must be utilised to the full at 
Stresa and Geneva. si .

M. Laval is going to Moscow to 
sign a Franco-Russian convention which 
he yesterday discussed with M. Potemkin, 
the Soviet Ambassador, an agreement in 
principle being completed. 


DIFFICULTIES AHEAD 


The Press Association Lobby Correspon- 
dent says:— ~~ 

The Stresa Conference if faced with 
enormous difficulties that are not likely to 
be overcome without much patient work 
in the months ahead. That is the 
dominant impression left in the minds of 
members of Parliament by Sir John 
Simon’s frank and informing statement 
in the House. 

The Foreign - Secretary had the 
sympathy of the whole House in his 
candid acknowledgment of disagreement 
and disappointment with the attitude in 
Berlin. Nevertheless, the conviction re- 
mains strong at Westminster that British 
Ministers must continue their efforts to 
secure agreement in Europe, and 
especially to induce Germany to make 
a more helpful contribution to a general 
settlement. 


EASTERN PACT SUBSTITUTE 


It appears, says Reuter, that the 
Franco-Russian Convention is designed to 
take the place of the proposed Eastern 
Pact if, as now seems inevitable, Germany 
and Poland continue to refuse to sign. 

According to Le Journal the pact will 
ultimately take the form of a military 
agreement grafted on to a revision of the 
mechanism of the League of Nations. 

The basis of the French plan to be pre- 
sented at the Stresa conference, the paper 
believes, is revision of the League Covenant 
so as to lay greater stress on the Articles 
relating to defensive co-operation. 

The Articles notably in question are 
those which relate to the guarantee of 
territorial integrity and mutual assistance 
against an aggressor, 

The French plan further contemplates 
controlled limitation of armaments 
simultaneously’ with guarantees of mutual 
assistance under the form of military 
agreements. ‘The first of the latter to be 
signed would be the Eastern Pact, which 
would carry a categorical obligation of 
mutual assistance and be open to all. 

The paper adds that the jre-birth of the 


League in a form capable of rapidly 
defining an aggressor and applying 
sanctions almost automatically should 


command the support of all. especially of 
those nations which constantly proclaim 
the absence of aggressive intentions on 
their part.

THE LEAGUE AND THE

‘If the Geneva institution is to serve 
its true mg 25 of maintaining peace and 
pacifying the nations then it must be 
organised to this end. One gratifying 
development is that isis point of view is 
already finding consideration everywhere. 

‘It is, therefore, to be hoped that out 
of all the uncertainty of the past months 
something new will come forth that will 
help toward agreement among the nations.

During the last month there has been an 
improvement in the shipbuilding, tailoring 
and dress, and building trade groups, but a 
decrease in the numbers of persons employed 
in the food and drink and linen trades.

DEMONSTRATION IN DUBLIN 


‘A novel demonstration of permanent 
waving by the very latest ‘‘ wireless ' system 
was given yesterday in the hairdressing 
department of Messrs. Brown Thomas and 
Co., Ltd., Grafton street, Dublin.. Wireless, 
in this case, is not to be confused with radio, 
but means that there are‘no complicated set 
of wires connected to the sitter while the

the curl to the hair are similar in shape to 
the ordinary plug or holder used for any 
electrical machine, except that these are self- 
contained. These heaters are’ plugged into 
the heating machine, where they are electri- 
cally heated until boiling point is reached. 
On removal: from the machine they retain 
their heat for about ten minutes without wire 
connection, and are clipped to the hair. 

After another five minutes only the 
heaters are removed, and the hair is left wet 
and glossy, in perfect condition to take and 
retain the permanent wave. 

The real difference between this and other 
methods, said Mr. Drentreich, the demon- 
strator, is that the heaters, instead of in- 
creasing in heat when attached to the head, 
are gradually losing heat. There is, there- 
fore, no danger to the hair or scalp.

art Soden Falcon (the President ) Said 
that when he. addressed the meeting a year 
o the long-drawn-out period of depression, 
ae which this country in common with 
others had been passing, showed some signs 
of alleviation. hile the hopes they then 
entertained had materialised, so far as interna! 
markets were concerned, he was afraid we 
must, still exercise patience before trade of 
an international character enabled this country 
to consolidate its position and cease to 
occasion feelings of disappointment. 
The business of life insurance would seem 
by comparison to have had a singularly 
fortunate experience during recent years, since 
it had become almost a practice for companies 
to report increases over their previous records. 
and this office in particular, with its imposing 
new business total of £10,172,142 for 1934. 
exceeded by no less than £1,238,176 the corre 
sponding amount for 1933. It seemed clea: 
that the benefits of life insurance were becom. 
ing more generally reco » but this in 
itself did not ad uately explain their 
phenomenal success. Possibly the severe con. 
traction in the yields obtainable from other 
forms of investment had been a contributing 
factor. However, it was eminently satisfac. 
tory that 1954 should have seen them pass for 
the first time in their history the £10,000,000 
mark. | This large increase in new business 
was naturally reflected in the expense ratio. 
which was 15.15 per cent. of the total 
premium income, as compared with 14.70 per 
cent. for 1933. we 
Once again they had to report a favourable 
mortality experience. The claims by death 
during the year were only 67 per cent. of tho 
sum expected, according to the table used in 
the calculation of their reserves, while the 
balance of 33 per cent., which might be re 
garded as suspended or postponed mortality, 
remained in force to make its contribution t. 
the general profit in future years. 
During the year it had been the common 
experience of all those whose duties involve.) 
the investment of large funds to encounte: 
roblems, the complexities of which had not 
een. equalled for many a year. With the 
falling interest yield upon first-class securities 
it had, indeed, been an arduous task to secure 
outlets for their surplus current income, whi: h 
returned even a moderately attractive rate of 
interest, and which at the same time provided 
reasonable prospects of avoiding future capita! 
depreciation. The measure of their success 
could be judged from the average rate oí 
interest earned upon the mean fund, which 
amounted to £4 lls. 10d. per cent., after 
allowing for income tax, and was only 7d. per 
cent. less than last year. This gratifying 
result had been assisted by the drop of 6d. 
in the rate of tax, but it had also been in- 
fluenced by taking advantage of certain oppor. 
tunities to exchange low-yielding stocks for 
others having greater attraction, but without 
forfeiting the all-important feature—namely, 
security. 

The report was unanimously adopted.

The fire premium income was £1,730,593, 
being a reduction of £54,379 compared with 
the previous year. None of this represented 
loss of their direct business at home or 
abroad, In the former they had been glad 
to see some substantial progress coupled with 
a favourable loss ratio, and in the latter the. 
had, generally speaking, maintained their 
business while the results had varied conside) 
ably, giving a small profit over the whol: 
They transferred £104,432, representing 6.04 
per cent. of the premium income. which 
showed a slight improvement on last year's 
profits. The premium income in the accident 
account was less by £32,450, and amounte:| 
to £1,680,207, the decrease being more tha 
accounted for by the reduction in the United 
States business. At home their business had 
substantially increased. but they did not have 
such a good loss experience. To sum up, this 
account included a modest profit from their 
home, Empire and general foreign business.
